Bishop L. W. Roundy related some 
items connected with his exploring 
expedition beyond the Colorado river. 
After crossing the Colorado he traveled 
to Mo-iu-koppy, about fifty miles. 
Seven miles beyond the Colorado is 
the Navajo Spring. From there it 
was nine or ten miles to the Bitter 
Spring. From the latter point it was 
ten miles to some hales in the rocks, 
containing water. Feed was good in 
that region. Traveled down a valley 
_@ quarter of a mile wide, went through 
pos rt abont three miles from there, 
being the first timber after leaving 
Buckskin mountains. Mo-in-koppy 
Was a place a good deal like St. George 
Valley, many springs breaking out 


under the hills. Land limited, parfly 


impregnated with salts. Where he 
first struck the little Colora‘lo river, 
scattering cottonwood trees were found; 
bottoms a quarter of a mile wide, wider 
higher up, timber also better. Pro- 
. -eeeded up the river, camped near some 
falls, bottoms two to three miles wide, 
_with considerable timber. Beyond 
the San Francisco mountains was a 
range of well timbered mountains. 

Went in sight of the Oriba village of 
the Moquis Indians. The Moquis 
family lived on the river, but had 
‘been obliged to take to the hills for 
protection on account of the Navajos 
-and Apaches. Came across the But- 
terfield mail road and also to where 
the R. R was staked off. Their guide 
told them that on the Little Colorado 
the climate was always mild, enow 

fell but little and thawed immediately. 

Described a snow storm, which they 
encountered in the Pines at the San 

Francisco Mountains. South of San 

Francisco Mountains the couutry was 
very broken. Oame across a very 
wild timbered country near the San 

Francisco Mountain—saw some tur- 
keys, but failed to see the walnut and 

_ hickory timber supposed to be there, 
nor any water, nor land fit for settle- 
ments. Thought that on the Little 
Colorado the climate was warm and 
favorable, and the facilities forsettling 
were very good. Cottonwood timber 
abundant—land rich —graas and water 
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plenty. The Little C,lorado was not 
quite the size of Virgen River, water 
a little brackish, but better than that 
from the former river, The distance 
from the Little Colorado to good saw 
timber on the San Francisco Mun- 
tain was from fifteen to thirty miles. 
Thought that as a stock country the 
region near the Little Colorado was 
very excellent. Distance from ferry 
in Colorado to Little Colorado River, 
about 125 miles. Said the Moquis 
were anxious for our people to settle 
there, and said that many of their 
people were desirous of settling with 
our people. Referred to the principle 
of celestial marriage, and bore testi 
mony to its divinity. Exhorted to 
faithfulness and obedience. 

Elder Jacob Gates spoke of the ne- 
cessity of having the spirit to edify 
the people; referred to various prom- 


thes of God, some fulfilled and some 
“yet to be realized. Alluded to the 


individual responsibility of every son 
and daughter of Adam. Exhorted 
those who were appointed to hold 
responsible callings among the people 
to magnify them and seek for wisdom 
and power from above. Spoke of tlic 
abuse of pcwer by some of the breth- 
ren, who had been appointed to exer- 
cise a brief authority, showing that 
the Gospel taught us to rule by love 
and persuasion, instead of using a 
tyrannical and arbitrary power. Said 
that there was too much carelessness 
and indifference among the people in 
‘egard to the most vital part of our 
religion, aud that we had progressed 
but little in the last forty years, com- 
pared with what it was our privilege to 
do. Alluded to the order of Enoch 
and the little knowledge we had in 
relation to the details connected with 
that system and order. Said there 
was no doubt that in due time the Lord 
would reveal to us all the particulars, 
when we had become fitted and pre- 
pared fer that order of things.

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GARDENING AND SENTIMENT. 


I believe that I have found, if not 
original sin, at least vegetable total 
-depravity in my garden ; and it was 
there before I went into it. It is the 
bunch, or joint, or snake-grass—what- 
ever it is called. As I do not know 
the names of all the weeds and plants, 
I have to do as Adam did in his gar- 
den—name things as I find them. 
This grass has a slender, beautiful 
stalk, and when you cut it down, or 
pull up a long root of it, you fancy it 
is got rid of, but in a day or two it 
will come up in the same spot in half 
a dozen vigorous blades. Cutting 
down and pulling up is what it thrives 
on, Extermination rather helps it. 
If you follow a slender white root, it 
will be found to ran under ground 
until it meets another slender white 
root; and you will soon unearth a 
network of them, with a knot some- 
where, sending out dozens of sharp- 
pointed, healthy shoots, every joint 
prepared to be an independent life and 
plant.

HELD IN THE UNION HALL, GLASGOW, SUNDAY, JUNE 1,

President David O. Calder said We 
have met this afternoon to consider 
the best means that we can adopt to 
preach the Gospel more effectually in 
this district. I am glad to meet 80 
many of my brethren who have been 
honored with the Priesthood of Al- 
mighty God, unto whom authority has 
been given to preach the word of God, 
and to administer in the holy ordinan- 
ces of the Gospel, an honor I fear 
that we do not at all times rightly ap- 
preciate. If the Saints have thought 


that the only work fur them to do, or 


that should at all interest them, is to 
prepare for their gathering to Zion, 
they have been mistaken. The quick- 
est way to Zion is to arise, shake off 
stupor, and seek the Lord with all our 
atrength. 

I am glad to be able to say that 
there is a growing improvement in 
the feelings and actions of the Priest- 
hood ; we meet with renewed energy. 
Forty-five of us are present to con- 
sider the question—‘‘ What can we 


most do to preach the Gospel effectu-: 


ally to the people?” First, put away 
childish things; avoid the very ap- 


pearance of evil; have humble and 
meek spirits, and rise in the dignity of 
our calling, prepared to receive the 
impressions of the Spirit of God, to 
lead-and direct us in our movements 
and in our counsels and preaching, 
that we may have the confidence of 
the Saints, and carry an influence that 
will be felt by the honest iu heart and 


be indeed instrumeuts in the hands of 


God in accomplishing His purposes in 
this part of His dominions. 

The weatber is now favorable for 
open-air preaching, and would suggest 
that the Elders embrace every rea- 
sonable oppurtunity of preaching the 
Gospel in such localiiies as they may 
be directed by the Spirit. Be wise 
and discreet, and full of charity for 
the people. Remember that you are 
sent to preach the Gospel of péace, 
not to pull down, so to speak, the 
churches of other denominations. 
Avoid disputations; they are often 
prompted by comba‘iveness and vanity, 
and seldom, if ever, result in good. 
Do not be easily discouraged. If you 
have few to hear you on some occa- 
sions, it may be possible that some of 
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that few may be led to the waters of 
baptism. Elder Gibson, from the 
Motherwell Branch, was led one Sun- 
day, about two years ago, when living 
in England, along a street in which he 
saw, as he supposed, a fool preaching 


to nobody. A head here and a head 


there were seen popping out of the 
windows, but there was no congrega- 
tion before the preacher. Brother 
Gibson waa soon attracted by what 
the Elder said, and that preaching led 
him into the Church. Bro. Gibson 
afterwards learned that this Elder 
only occasionally went out to preach, 
but that day he was strongly impressed 
to go out to the very spot where he 
was found by brother Gibson. Here 
we have one instance of hundreds that 
might be adduced to show tbat ina 
very small congregation material may 
be found to add another stone to the 
great building. In this also we have 
one evidence of many that the Lord 
sometimes prepares the speaker and 
the hearer to meet. 

Much good can be done in conversa- 
tional preaching. When I travel I 
find it very easy to attract the atten- 
tion of strangers to us as a people, 
whether on the top of an omnibus or 
street car, or in a railway carriage or a 
shop.

A Farrarun Servant.—Judge Tindell presides over the Probate Court of 
Hamilton County, Ohio. Upon the application of the mother of a boy who 
was serving in the United States army, a writ of habeas corpus was issned. The 
_ writ (return) was refused on the plea that the boy was a deserter. Imme- 
diately the Sheriff of Hamilton County called a posse comitatus and took the 
lad away. When the case came up for trial the shoulder-strapped gentlemen 
with a file of soldiers surrounded the Court House, with a view of coercing 

the Judge. But the Judge was not intimidated by the demonstration of the 
soldiers, and ordered tbat the officers be brought to his presence, when he 
administered to them a deserved rebuke, giving them to understand that civil 
authority was superior to the military. He fined the officers five hundred dol- 
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lars each, and ordered the boy to be released, as he had enlisted when under 
age. That J udgo understood his business, ‘and Probate Courts have a 
power in the State of Ohio.
